NINE DRAFTED 
7. LOUISANS ON 
WAY TO CAMP 


Two Men Departed Last Night 
and Seven More This 


Morning. 


50 WILL LEAVE TONIGHT 


4401 Names Have Been Certi- 
fied as Ready to Serve, 24 
More Than City’s Quota. 


The names of the men cxamined 
yesterday for the national army in 
the various wards and those certified 
to will be found on Page 4 of this 
edition. 


The movement of drafted men 
from St. Louis to the national army 
cantonment at Camp Funston, Kan., 
which’ began last night with the de- 
parture of two men from the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, was continued this 
morning at 9 o'clock when seven 
men from the Fifth, Sixth and 
Twentieth wards left for the camp. 
Tonight at 10:10 o’clock, between 50 
and 55 men from 22 St. Louis wards 
and two districts in St. Louis Coun- 
ty will depart. 

Ther: after for four days about 60 
men will be dispatched each day to 
Camp Funston until 5 per cent of the 
_city’s.and county’s quota will have 
been mobilized. On Sept. 19 40 per 
cent of the allotment will be sent 
away. By next Monday St. Louis 
will have 218 men under training in 
Kansas.

Several friends of the drafted men 
were at the station to see them off. 
Chairman Lyman T. Hay of the 
Fifth Ward Exemption Board ac- 

companied the two men from his 
district to the station. 
The Twenty-fourth Ward will not 
send any of its mén away tonight, 
but is planning to dispatch its whole 
five per cent quota, 17 men, for 
Camp Funston tomorrow night. 

Additional certifications from 
ward boards to the District Appeals 
Board in the Boatmen’s Bank Build- 
ing today brought the number a? 
men certified to date to 4483 or 106 
more than the quote for the city. 
Several -wards have sent in more 
names than were required by their 
allotment in order to allow for oc- 
cupational and other exemptions 
granted by the District Board. 

93 More Names Certified. 


The District Board yesterday cer- 
tified to the Adjutant-General at 
Jefferson City 93 additional names of 
men ready to serve in the new army. 
All wards in the city with the excep- 
tion of the Thirteenth and Nine- 
teenth, have had men certified for 
mobilization. 

In accordance with instructions re- 
eeived from Provost Marshal Crow- 
der, Acting Gov. Crossley will today 
or tomorrow appoint inspectors to 
ascertain the reasons for the delay 
in the two St. Louis wards and Dis- 
trict No. 2 ia St. Louis County, in 
an effort to speed up the work of get- 
ting the entire quota of the city and 
eounty ready for service by Sept. 19.

Men Take Surplus Supply, Pos- 
ing as Federal or Women’s 
Committee Agents. 


OPERATIONS WIDESPREAD 


Women Are Told, in Some In- 
stances, Government Limits 
Supply Family May Have. 


A number of St. Louis housewives 
have been defrauded within the last 
few days of quantities of canned 
goods and preserves which they have 
put up in the interest of food con- 


servation, by men and women falsely 
claiming to represent the Women’s 
Central Committee on Food Con- 
servation or the United States Gov- 
ernment food survey. Reports of 
losses were received today at the 
headquarters of the Women’s Cen- 
tral Committee on Food Conserva- 
tion. 


The method of the fraud is said 
to be to first ask the housewife for 
a list of her canned goods and pre- 
serves. which they ostensibly check 
carefully with the amount which 
they declare the Government allows 
for a family the size of that living in 
the house. They then take the sur- 
plus, representing that it is for the 
use of the Government. 

Woman Loses 10 Jars of Fruit. 

A woman detective, attached te 
the Police Department, reported to 
Mrs. John Vimmont, in charge of the 
Community Cannery, that men claim- 
ing to represent the Woman’s Cen- 
tral Committee on Food Conserva- 
tion had taken 10 jars of fruit from 
a home on Rutger street. When they 
were asked to prove their authority, 
they are said to have displayed the 
buttons of the Food Conservation 
Committee, which have been sold 11 
over the city at 10 cents each for 
the benefit of the Community Can- 
nery fund. } 

An instance has been reported in 
North St. Louis where a man and 
a woman claiming to represent the 
Federal food survey took an inven- 
tory of the canned goods in a home 
and then confiscated 40 jars, carry- 
ing it away in an automobile. 

Mrs. Sarah Spraggon, superintend- 
ent of the Women’s Department of 
the St. Louis Free Employment Bu- 
reau, also has reported instances of 
women being imposed upon in the 
same manner. 

Confused by Food Survey. 

The operations of these imposters 
have been aided by the misunder- 
standing on the part of many women 
of the purpose of the Government 
food survey. In some quarters the 


belief has sprung up that Govern-j| 


ment intends to confiscate 50 per 
cent of the stocks of canned goods 
and other foods stored in homes. 
There is no foundation for this, as it 
has been distinctly stated by the 
Government that the food survey is 
merely for determining the resources 
of the country. In some sections of 
the couintry this survey extends to the 
homes, but in St. Louis it is con- 
fined to dealers. 

Mrs. Vimont, at the Community 
Cannery, declared that there are no 
representatives of the Woman's Cen- 
tral Committee on Food Conserva- 
tion authorized to inquire imto the 
stocks of home-canned goods or to 
take parts of such stocks for any 
purpose. 

“Any persons claiming to be such 
representatives,” she said, “are 
frauds and should be reported to the 
police.”’ 

The Community Cannery is oper- 
ated for the purpose of showing 
women how to can and preserve 
fruits and vegetables for winter use.

Asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter why he had not tried to ob- 
tain a commission in the national 
guard or the Officegs Reserve Corps 
on the strength of his military-expe- 
rience, he said Ke had not given the 
matter any thought. He spent most 
of last winter !n California and did 
not return to St. Louis until late m 
the spring. 

Although he weighs 204 pounds, 
Kinsella says that he will seek a 
transfer to the aviation service and 
failing in this will try to obtain a 
commission in the infantry. 


GEN. PERSHING TO LIVE IN 
AN OLD FRENCH MANSION 


House at New Headquarters is in 
Midst of Delightful Garden’ 
Grounds, 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Sept. 5.—Major-Gen- 
eral Pershing, on arrival at his per- 
manent headquarters in the field, im- 
mediately took possession of a com- 
modious office in the second floor of 
a transformed banock building and 
lost no time getting to. work today. 
Gen. Pershing’s office overlooks the 
parade grounds and beyond to a 
great training ground for French re- 

cruits. 

The commander-in-chief will live 
in an old French mansion on a boule- 
vard shaded by fine rows of ancient 
trees. The house, which is sur- 
rounded by a wall, sets back some 
distance from the boulevard in the 
miédst of delightful garden grounds. 
The house is furnished in French an- 
tique. 

The staff is rapidly settling into 
the routine of its work. Gen. Persh- 
ing has a big desk of plain design 
and a number of small French 
chairs. This furnjture is by no means 
new and there is nothing sumptuous 
about it. The Mayor of the-town pro- 
poses a formal reception to Gen. 
Pershing and his staff, but the date 
has not been set. 


LOUIS LEE HAYES’ DEATH 
DUE TO ACUTE ALCOHOLISM 


Coroner Announces Result of Autop- 
sy Held Over Body of Man 
Found Dead in Lindell 
Boulevard Home. 

An autopsy made today by the 
Coroner showed that edema of the 
brain, du2 to acute alcoholism, was 
the cause of the death of Louis Lee 
Hayes, 34 years old, a member of 
France from St. Louis, and son of 
Joseph M. Hayes; a retired woolen 
goods merchant. He was found dead 
at the Hayes home, 4389 Lindell bou- 
levard, Monday night. 

Hayes’ wife, who was Marv Lois 
Kilfatrick, daughter of Claude Kil- 
patrick of 33 Portland place. ob- 
tained a divorce Jun. 11 last, 7” min- 
utes after she filed her petition. She 
testified that Hayes drank to excess. 
Hayes was represented ct the trial 
by an attorney. but no testimony in 
his behalf was introduced. Dr. But- 
ler testified that ilaye: had used in- 
toxicants excessively for seven years 
and because of this tt was necessary 
that he be taken to a hospital six or 
seven times a year. 

Hayes went to France early in the 
summer as a member of a St. Louis 
ambulance unit, recruited at Wash- 
ington University. After serving two 
months in France he was ordered to 
Saloniki. On his way there t-e stum- 
bled over a piece of baggage in an 
Italian port and injured his knesa and 
was invalided home. He arrived here 
last week.

OFFIGERS OF FOOT 
TROOPS MUST FEED 
MOUNTS OR WALK 


New Order Forbids Transporta- 
tion or Feeding of Their Horses 
at Government Expense. | 


NEVADA CAMP\GETS RULE 


Setting Up Exercises and Sighting 
Drills Occupy Time .of 
- St. Louisans. 


NEVADA, Mo., Sept. 5.—A 
War Department order received 
by Gen, Clark today places the of- 
ficer’s horse in the discard. It pro- 
vides that in the future the Govern- 
ment will neither transport nor feed 
horses belonging to “mounted” bat- 
talion and regimental commanders 
and their staffs and jbrigade com- 
manders and their staffs. If an offi- 


cer desires to keep a horse he must 


make arrangements to do so without 
expense or inconvenience to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Under the new formation of the 
army, the order says, horses are not 
only not needed, but come under the 
classification of nuisances. There are 
many finé horses in the Missouri 
force, particularly those which were 
brought here by the officers of the 
First and Fifth Regiments from St. 
Louis, among which are the valuable 
animals given to the First by August 
Busch at the time of the border mo- 
bilization last year. 

The order, of course, does not ap- 
ply to wagon train horses and. pack 
mules. 

Lighting Drills Given. 

Position and aiming exercises and 
study of the nomenclature of the 
rifle was added to the training pro- 
gram of the Fifth Regiment yester- 
day. The sighting drills will be a 
regular feature hereafter until the 
men become _ thoroughly familiar 
with the dse and care of the rifle. 

The various companies of the Fifth 
are noW paying considerable atten- 
tion to setting up exercises, Butt’s 
manual, rifle exercises and other 
physical drills, with a view to put- 
ting the guardsmen in sound physical 
condition before they go to Fort Bill, 
where the hardening process will be 
continued by a more. strenuous 
schedule of intensive field training 
than has been heretofore attempted. 
The First Regiment'is also devoting 
a portion of the daily drill period to 
physical exercises. 

Orders issued yesterday prohibit 
the soldiers from leaving the military 
reservation at any time during the 
day between reveille ahd retreat. 
The provost guard has been instruct- 
ed to arrest all soldiers appearing 
upon the streets of Nevada without 
a pass from their regimental com- 
manders during these hours. The 
order is devised to prevent men on 
fatigue or other camp details from 
wardering into town while the com- 
panies are at drill. 

Numbers Are Expected. 
A general order issued today in- 


istructed the company commanders to 


refrain from marking or stenciling 
any of the new equipment received 
since the guard was ordered into 
service. This order is intended to 
prevent the various company organ- 
izations from stenciling their present 
regimental designation on Govern- 
ment property, as it is believed the 
new numerical designations will be 
made by the War Department in the 
near future. In this connection it is 
rumored that the Fifth will be known 
as the one» hundred and thirty-sev- 
enth infantry, while the First will be 
called the one hundred and thirty- 
eighth. 


SENATOR LEWIS IN TAX SPEECH 
SAYS HE SEES PEACE PROSPECT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—In a 
speech in the Senate today on the 
war revenue bill, Senator Lewis of 
Illinois said he saw a prospect of 
peace and throught drastic taxes, 
therefore, might not be necessary. 

“To me there appears the prospect 
of peace and the end of hostilities if 
Germany so wills it,” he said. “Ger- 
many soon will put herself in the 
hands of the United States as the ar- 
biter of the peace terms and will ac- 
cept any conditions that we would 
prescribe rather than continue a 
struggle whree the cordons of the 
nations of the world are so tightened 
about her as would surely bring her 
to where she would have to take any 
terms the allies would force up: 
her. 

“The German people know that 
within the spirit of our institutions 
and under the motive that led us into 
this war shé need not fear vindictive 
exclusion of her people from the 
world’s highways of trade. 

“Woodrow Wilson has given Ger- 
many her great chance. She will not 
lose her opportunity.”

Viscount Delivers Message of 
Co-operation Before the 
House of Represen tatives. 


SEEKS COUNSEL HERE 


Speaker Warns America to Crush 
Disloyalty and “Treachery 
From Within.” 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Vis- 
count Ishii delivered Japan's mes- 
sage of tfricndship and co-operatio i 
to the United States before. the 
House of ‘Representatives today in 
company with the other members 
of the Japanese Mission. 

Introduced by Speaker Clark, Vis- 
count Ishii was received -with a 
great demonstration from the floo.’ 
and galleries. 

Viscount Ishii 
House as follows: 

“Our message reiterates an as- 
surance of -unchanged sincerity. 
Your courteous permission for us 
to speak within the hearing, in fact 
of the hundred millions of people of 
the United States carries with it a 
forceful manifestation of the zenti- 
ment which we believe the United 
States entertains toward my country. 

“Within the last few months a new 
day. has dawned—a day welcomed 
indeed by us. It follows upon aiu- 
other when you, with magnificent 
forbearance, endured great outrages 
in the hope that recourse to the 
sword might be avoided. It was a 
day in which you bore the pitiless 
cruelty of the wilful agressor—bore 
it bravely until toleration ceased to 
be a virtue> Then, you arose and 
threww your mighty forces into the 
balance of the right.

U-BOAT GIVES THE ATLANTIC 
BIG DRINK OF SCOTCH WHISKY 


One of Largest Cargocs Evcr Shipped 
Goes Down Trying to Beat New 
Law’s Barrier. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Importers 
of Scotch whisky are hoping against 
hope that within 48 hours some ves- 
sel from an English or Scotch port 
will arrive on the Atlantic seaboard 
with a generous supply of the goods. 
If. one with such a load should ar 
rive—of which shipping men sry 
there is little prospect—her wet cai - 
go will be shifted ashore in jig time. 
as the importation of all foreign 
liquors ends xt midnight Sunday. 

In connection with the hope of 
the importers, there is a sad story 1° 
tell—at least a sad one to them aad 
perhaps a sadder one to imbibers of 
Scotch. On the British steamehip 
Assyria, which was sunk last week, 
was one of the largest cargoes of 
Scotch whisk, ever started to this 
country, if not the largest. The As- 
syria carriéd » war cargo from here 
in July and at Glasgow was loaded 
with the last call of Scotch for Amer- 
ican importers. She took all that 
could bé sent to the pier before she 
jeft. She was the importers’ and 
liquor dealers’ last hope. 

One importer had 10,000 cases on 
her and he was only one of many 
who had cabled for large shipments. 
Many millions of drinks went to the 
bottom with her. “Enough to make 
an extra high tide,” one dealer said 
he felt certain.

John Spargo, one of the former 
leaders of the Socialist party, who 
severett connection with it because 
of the party's stand on war, declared 
that several weeks ago reports had 
reached troops in Russia that Amer- 
ican labor bodies would demand 
peace through the People’s Council 
meeting. 

“What can help the enemy more 
than such startling reports, arising 
as they do from the activities of 
these pro-German organizations ?”’ 
said Spargo. “It has even been re- 
ported that some of Kerensky’s 
troops anxiously awaited the out- 
come of this advertised ‘peace con- 
ference.’ "’ 

Gompers Outlines Purpose. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
chairman of the Alliance, outlined 
the purpose of the organization as 
the assembling for the support of 
the Government of “all the moral 
and material power of the working 
class’‘of the nation.” 


“It shall be our task,” he said, “to 
interpret America’s democratic spirtt 
and purpose in this conflict to our 
fellow workers, especially those of 
foreign birth, 
form of propaganda, no matter by 
whom it may be carried on, which 
tendgs"to weaken the loyalty and de- 
votion of the masses and their will- 
ingness to strive and sacrifice for the 
nation and its high purpose.’

“No national selfishness impelled 
this republi¢ to enter the war. The 
impelling motive was the consuming 
idealism born with the establishment 
of this republic itself to preserve 
freedom not only for itself but for 
all nations, reat and small, and the 
body’ of internationa:i law which all 
the free democratic nations of: the 
world respect and observe and only 
the brutal autocracies seek to dis- 
honor and destroy.

LONDON, Sept. 5.—A dispatch 
received at London confirms the cap- 
ture by the Italians of Monte San 
Gabriele together with 950 prisoners, 
including’ 32 officers.

Russian Official. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 5.—The Rus- 
sians, continuing their retreat along 
the coast of the Gulf of Riga toward 
the northeast, have crossed the Li- 
vyonian River Aa, the War Office an- 
nounces. | 
—The Russian forces operating in an 
easterly direction from Riga have re- 
tired to Sevegold, Lemburg and Detz- 
shubrayd. 

The announcement states that the 
hostile ships which have been shel]- 
inf the Riga coast were submarines. 


German Official. 

BERLIN, via London, Sept. 5.— 
Duenamuende, on the Riga front, 
which was evacuated yesterday by 
the Russians, has been captured by 
German forces, the War Office an- 
nounced today. Duenamuende lies 
at the mouth of the Dvina, northwest 
of Riga. The heavy coastal guns 
there fell undamaged into the hands 
of the Germans. 


British Official. 

LONDON, Sept. 5.—*A hostile 
raiding party was driven off by the 
fire of rifles and machine guns last 
night in the vicinity of Armentieres,”’ 
says today’s official statement. “A 
raid by the enemy at a later hour 
against positions held by Portuguese 
also was unsuccessful. The German 
artillery was active in the neighbor- 
hood of Lens.”’ 


French Official. 


PARIS, Sept. 5.—German attacls 
on the Aisne and Champagne fronts 
last night were repelled by the 
French, says today’s official com- 
munication. The’ FPren@W made a 
successful attack in the Chan:pagne. 
French hospitals were again tuvm- 
barded by German aviators. 


barded the new hospitals behind the 
Verdun front and are reported to 
have caused deaths and injuries. 
Bar-Le-Duc also received a number 
of projectiles and there were seve ‘al 
victims among the civilian popula- 
tion.

' PARIS, Sept. 5.—A dispatch to the 

Havas Agency from MHazebrouck 

says: 

“Western Flanders is being evac- 
uated (by civilians) as far as the line 
of Courtrai-Thourout (this line run- 
ning to the east, respectively, of 
Ypres and Dixmude). It was learned 
today that many refugees are being 
cared for at Ghent, large numbers of 
them arriving at Roulers (northeast 
of Ypres), which the English are 
bombarding ceaselessly. 

“The population of Courtrai has 
been authorized by the German mili- 
tary officials to leave it if they desire 
and a majority of them have de- 
parted. Refugees from Northern 
France and Flanders are going to 
Limbourg.”’

So far as could be 
seen the damage was not great and 
no places of military importance 
were affected. 

Among the crowds the dominant 
demand was for. reprisals, which 
many believe would put an end to 
raids on England. Others insist the 
Government take immediate steps to 
obtain supremacy in the air to a de- 
gree which would render raids im- 
possible. Referring to the Chatham 
raid on the previous night, the Man- 
chester Guardian says: 

“We have been invaded and have

ENATE TO VOTE 
TODAY ON PROFITS 
CLAUSE IN TAX BILL 


Di ton R 1 After TI 
Proposals to Increase Levies 
Were Defeated Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, Sépt. 5.—Discus- 
sion continued in the Senate today 
on the war profits section of the rev- 
enue bill. A final vote on the sec- 


tion will be taken late this afternoon. 

In rapid succession yesterday the 
Senate bowled over by overwhelm- 
irg majorities three more proposals 
from the group of Senators seeking 
to increase the levies on war profits 
in the tax bill. 

An amendment by Senator Hollis 
to tax war profits only at higher 
rates, but to strike out the Finance 
Committee’s new clause levying 
$4278,000,000 additional on ordinary 
excess profits, was rejected 57 to 12. 
Then without debate, one by Senator 
La Follette to fix a flat rate of 60 
per cent, dsigned to raise not less 
than $1,800,000,000 on war profits, 
was beaten 50 to 18. The ‘minimum 
flat rate proposal of 50 per cent of 
the high tax group presented by Sen- 
ator Hollis was voted down, 52 to 18. 

Fight for Flat Rate Ends. 

With these setbacks, the fight to 
substitute a flat rate for the gradu- 
ated system of the excess war profits 
section virtually ended. 

Senators Hollis and Kenyon led 
the discussion for the high taxers 
with Senator Smoot leading the. de- 
fense of the Finance Committee's 
draft. A bill totaling $4,000,000,000 
was urged by Senator Hollis, who in- 
sisted there should be a flat levy of 
at least 60 per cent on war profits. 

In bitter terms Senator Kenyon 
scored the Senate for voting down the 
increases proposed. He _ spoke of 
“treasonable profits’’ and said inade- 
quate conscription of wealth and im- 
position of irritating consumption 
taxes on the masses of the people 
would be responsible for unpopular- 
ity of the bill. 

Smoot Attacks Hollis’ Plan. 

Senator Smoot attacked the Hollis 
plan to exempt normal, but extremely 
large excess profits from taxation, 
asserting many millions of ordinary 
corporate earnings would escape tax- 
ation by the proposal. 

In the three votes the high tax 
faction both gained and lost sup- 
porters. Their highest record of 20 
votes was made Monday on the 70 


per cent war profits tax proposal of 


Senator La Follette.. Division of 
sentiment in their own ranks regard- 
ing the smaller flat rates and excess 
profits taxation caused slight losses. 

Senators Chamberlain, Kendrick, 
Myers and Phelan were. new members 
registered in the voting on the side 
of those seeking to amend the bill. 
Senators Chamberlain, Myers and 
Phelan voted to tax war profits alone 


at higher rates and exempt ordinary 
excess profits. Senator Kendrick sup- 
ported the final minimum 50 per 
cent proposal of Senator Hollis. On 
the latter Senators Borah and Tram- 
mell voted with the majority because 
the bill contained a 60 per cent maxi- 
mum provision. 


SAYS RUSSIAN TRIAL SHOWS 
GERMANY DIDN'T START WAR 


Chancellor Michaelis Discasscs 
Statements of Gen. Soukhomli- 
noff, Accused of High Treason. 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 5.—lIn an in- 
terview with a representative of the 
press the German Chancellor, Dr. 
Georg Michaelis, has made a state- 
ment in regard to disclosures at the 
trial in Petrograd for high treason of 
Ger. Soukhomilinoff, former Minister 
of War. Chancellor Michaelis said: 

“The statements of the former 
Russian War Minister and the forme 
Chief of the General Staff (Gen. 
Januschkevitch) are of the greatest 
importance. They are calculated com- 
pletely to destroy the legenc of 
Germany’s guilt in starting the war 
and they will force European opin- 
ion, if the reports are allowed to 
be published, to revise its judgment 
on Germany. 

“The moment which these disclos- 

ures were made is the more favor- 
able as we have just had knowl- 
edge of the American reply to the 
Pope’s note urging peace. In Sec- 
retary Lansing’s answer the Ger- 
man Government is described ‘as an 
irresponsible Government which 
secretly: planned to dominate the 
world, which chose its own time for 
the war and cruelly and suddenly ex- j. 
ecuted its plan; which did not heed 
legal barriers or truthfulness, which 
flooded a great continent with 
blood, not enly of soldiers but of} 
innocent women and children, the 
helpless and the poor. 
“When adopting these accusations 
from the entente factory of calum- 
nies the American Government ob- 
viously had no knowledge of -the 
course. of the proceedings against 
Gen. Soukhomlinoff. Otherwise its 
judgment would certainly have ween 
quite different.

American Travelers in Trouble. 


The question of money became 
acute. Travelers who had letters of 
credit and bank checks for large 
sums could not get a cent of money 
in Germany. The American Express 
Co., I believe, paid all holders of its 
checks. When Mr. Wolff, president 
of the American Association of Com- 
merce and Trade in Berlin, and I 
called upon the director of the Im- 
perial Bank and begged him to ar- 
range something for the relief of 
American travelers in Germany, he 
refused to do anything, and I then 
suggested to him that he might give 
paper money, which they were then 
printing in Germany, to the Ameri- 
cans for good American credits, such 
as letters of credit, bank checks, etc., 
and that they would then have a 
credit in America which might be- 
come very valuable in the future. He, 
however, refused to see this. 

Director Herbert Gutmann of the 
Dresdner Bank was the far-seeing 
banker who relieved the situation. 
Gutmann arranged with me that the 
Dresdner Bank, the. second largest 
bank in Germany, would cash the 
bank checks, letters of credit and the 
American Express Co.’s drafts and 
international business checks, etc., of 
Americans for reasonable amounts, 
providing the embassy seal was put 
on the letter of credit or check to 
show that the holder was an Ameri- 
can, and outside of Berlin the seal of 
the American consulate. This im- 
mediately relieved the situation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—In de- 
bate in the House yesterday Repre- 
sentative Fordney of Michigan, rank-

ERMAN SHELLS. 
CAUSED A GREAT 
PANIC IN’ RIGA 


Several Thousand Said to Have 
Lost Lives in Rush to Get 
Out of City. 


PETROGRAD, Tuesday, Sept. 4.— 
The first refugees from Riga, arrived 
here today and gave a dramatic de- 
scription of their last hours in the 
city before the German occupation. 
The first shells were fired from the 
direction of Uxkull and fell early 
Sunday morning, causing numerous 
fires and spreading clouds of suffo- 
cating gases. The people rushed into 
the streets, many only partly dressed, 
and there was a general panic to 
reach the railroad station which 
seemed to be the enemy’s chief tar- 
get. This panic resulted in heavy 
losses, according to the Vechernee 
Vremya, which declares that several 
thousand were lost. 

The next night after midnight a 
Zeppelin appeared over the city and 
in the rays of the searchlight, citi- 
zens might be seen fleeing. The 
Zeppelin dropped many bombs, some 
emitting gases. These bombs were 
aimed chiefly at a suburb of Riga. 
Shelling with big projectiles from 
the direction of Uxkull was resumed 
early in the evening, one shell fall- 
ing in a moving picture hall, caus- 
ing losses, and another exploding in 
the Hotel Suvoroff. The last train 
which left for Petrograd was heavily 
shelled. 

Army Not Broken. 

The Petrograd papers agree on 
the gravity of the situation created 
by the fall of Riga, the only bright 
feature in which ts a report from the 
commissary of the Northern Army 
to the Council of Deputies which de- 
clares that the army fought valiant- 
ly, although overwhelmed by the 
enemy's heavy Artillery tind gases, 
and although compelled to retreat, 
preserves its fighting spirit. 

Most of the newspapers are of the 
opiniog that the fall of Riga in itselt 
does not threaten Petrograd. For 
such an operation says the Rech, Von 
Hindenburg has on the north front 
only seven army corps. 

It is not believed that the south- 
ern section of the Dvina front be- 
tween Dvinsk and Friedrichstadt, is 
threatened, as this forms a salient 
well to the east of Riga. 

The Russkia Volia expresses fear 
that the next German operations will 
be against Minsk. Riga’s fall, declares 
the paper, is the last warning. The 
Novoe Vremya echoes this sentiment. 
declaring that the army must be re- 
organized at once. It adds:

Mm Merkouloff, a cousin of 
Mme.

Noncommissioned Officers Will 
Be Selected From First 
5 Per Cent. 


CAMP FUNSTON, Fort Riley, 
Kan., Sept. 5.—Drafted men and of- 
ficers began arriving today at the 
national army cantonment, where 
will be quartered the eighty-ninth 
division under command of Major- 
Generai Leonard Wood. When all 
the drafted men have arrived late in 
October, there will be 46,518 men itn 
the camp, distributed as follows: 
From Missouri, 18,660: Kansas, 
6439; Colorado, 4753; Nebraska, 
81385; South Dakota, 2717; Arizona, 
3472; New Mexico, 2292. 


Brigade commanders at the camp 
are: Brigadier-General F. Il. Winn, 
177th infantry brigade; Brigadier- 
General T. G. Hanson, 178th infan- 
try brigade; Brigadier-General G. K. 
Hunter, 164th depot brigade; Briga- 
dier-General W. L. Eentey, 164th 
field artfllery brigade. 

Gen. Wood has announced that 
from the first five per cent of the 
quota of the men arriving will be 
selected the non-commissioned offi- 
cers for the division. 


These are a few of the thines that 
will be covered by the first quota 
between Sept. § and 19: 

Military discipline and courtesy, 
personal hygiene, fitting, adjustment 
and care of clothing and equipment: 
care and police of quarters and 
grounds, school of the soldier, set- 
ting-up exercises; school of the 
squad for all except cooks, prepara- 
tilon of food’ for the cooks only, ar- 
ticles of war read and explained, 
lectures on obligations and rights of 
a soldier. 

Special instruction in_ several of 
the subjects will be given on rainy 
days when outdoor work is imprac- 
ticable. In czse of prolonged bad 
weather first aid instruction will be 
taughf-at this time. 

“This instruction must be thor- 
ough,’’ Gen. Wood § stated “The

AT FORT SHERIDAN 


St. Louisans Among Those Who’ 
Are Becoming Versed in 
Army Life. 


STUDY OF BED - MAKING 


Men Do Menial Work in Addition 
to Daily Drills and Even- 
ing Study. 


SECOND OFFICERS’ TRAINING 
CAMP, FT. SHERIDAN, IIL, Sept. 2. 
—Thtroughness is the keynote on 
which the Second Officers’ Training 
Camp is being conducted. It has been 
made plain to the candidates that 
the 4000 or more men in the camp 
must regard themselves for the three 
months as forming part of the regu- 
lar army and to conform to the rules 
and regulations laid down therefor. 

One of the first things that Maj. 
Cc. D. Young, U. S&S. R., commanding 
Company 6 of the First Provisional 
Training Regiment, made clear to the 
St Louis men and others in his com- 
pany, was the fact that the company 
was a military organization and that 
as such the men in it would, at all 


times, regard themselves as soldiers 


Ning these hours. 


of the United States. The result of 
this has been that a military air per- 
vades the quarters and on the parade 
grounds and the men are taking their 
work seriously. 

This matter of faking their new 
life seriously is one of the most no- 
ticeable things about the camp. The 
men have readily understood that 
they are at Fort Sheridan to learn 
to become United States Army offi- 
cers and that it behooves them to ac- 
quire all the knowledge they can re- 
garding their new profession if they 
are to train and lead the new Na- 
tional Army to victory in the coming 
battles. 

Good Progress First Week. 

The progress for the first week has 
been phenomenal. The slouching at- 
titudes of many of the candidates 
which they brought to the camp with 
them from civil life are disappear- 
ing and being replaced by the erect, 
confident and soldierlike bearing of 
the regular. 

The first day, Aug. 27, was merely 
for registration and assignment to 
permanent quarters. The next day 
the first workout was given. 

In the last few days there has been 
a swift unloosening of muscles, Set- 
ting-up exercises and bayonet prac- 
tice each day are doing their work 
most effectively. 

Men who have never. had previous 
military training are adjusting them- 
selves to their new mode of life with 
an aptitude that is most astonishing. 
It is apparent that many of them 
have been reading of army affairs 
and army life with an understanding 
they never had before. 

Study Hours Well Spent. 

Take, for instance, the study period 
each evening from 7 to 9 o’clock. 
No better indication of the serious 
attitude of the candidates could be 
afforded than by watching them dur- 
Each company as- 
sembles in its own mess hall and the 
men sit about the tables perusing 
their Infantry Drill Regulation, their 
Guard Manual or the other books 
wherein lessons have been assigned 
It is not any make-believe study, but 
a serious application upon the sub- 


even a whisper. 

The first Wednesday in camp the 
newcomers were given their first 
practice march without arms. The 
next day they had their rifles and 
side-arms. On Friday came the first 
practice march with light packs, or 
in light marching order. From now 
on the practice marches will be made 
in heavy marching order, each man’s 
equipment weighing approximately 
50 pounds. 

One of the first things the men 
have had to learn is to obey orders.

Must Learn to Make Beds. 

On the first day each candidate had 
to learn how to make his own bed. 
It had to be done in a certain way 
and none other would do. Having 
learned how to make it up they had 
to tear it apart again and prepare it 
for inspection. This means that all 
sheets, blankets and pillows had to be 
placed in a certain way at the head 
of the bed. : 


From the time that reveille sounds 
at 5:45 in the morning until taps at 
9:30 in the evening, there is no let-up 
in the activities of the various com- 
panies. The schedules are dovetailed 
into each other so nicely that none 
interferes with the other. After re- 
veille, of course, there is grounds po- 
lice, fatigue duty and quarters 
police. After that mess and then the 
real work of the day begins The 
first is uswally a conference, as the 
lecture hours here are called.

WORK IS PROGRESSING RAPIDLY 
AT AVIATION CAMP IN FRANCE 


Correspondent Surprised at Number 
of Men Prepared for and at 
What Is Accomplished. 

PARIS, Sept. 5—A correspondent 
of the Matin who visited an Ameri- 
can aviation in France ex- 
presses surprise at the number of 
men for whom preparations are be- 
ing made and at what has been @c- 
complished. 

“A road eight miles long has been 
built In less than a month by a com- 
pany of American engineers,” he 
writes. “A surprising thing is the 
rapidity with which everything has 
been accumulated here. Flying will 
begin about Sept. 15. 

“The American school is near large 
French and British aviation schools 
and the camp is about 3750 acres in 
extent. The engineer officer whoac- 
companied me explained the differ- 
ences between the American and Brit- 
ish problems in equipment.

‘The British receive all materials 
ready to set up. We make our tents, 
cut our canvas and square our beams.

ESKIMOS IN ARCTIC 


Natives Play Yale’s ‘“Boola”’ 
Song Most Often on Talking 
Machine He Gave Them.

pedition Collected 400’ Boxes 
of Specimens. a 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Up in lat- 
itude 78, 40 north, or thereabouts, 
in the little town of Etah, which con- 
sists of four holes in the ground and 
the headquarters recently vacated by 
Donald B. MacMillan, there are six 
very happy Eskimo families. The 


frigid air is filled all day long with 
the music of six large talking ma- 
chines, all playing at once, playing 
selections from a library of 500 rec- 
ords. 

Above the din of mixed melodies, 
which MacMillan says remind one of 
the Midway Plaisance at a World’s 
Fair, there ts heard one record loud- 
er than all the rest because it is 
more popular than all the 499 others. 
It is the record of a male quartet 
vociferating: 

“Boola, Boola, Boola, Boola, Boola, 
Boola, Boola, Boola, Boola, Boola, 
Boola, Boola, Boola, Boola,—Eli 

ale!’’ 

Though the six Eskimo families 
are now aware that the world is at 
war, America included, they care lit- 
tle and understand less about it. 
Their opinion of the world struggle 
is summed up in one Eskimo word: 

*Piblockto!” 

“Run amuck, gone clean crazy,” 
MacMillan interpreted to a gather- 
ing of newspaper reporters yester- 
day at the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History. “They think the whitc 
men have gone mad and are killing 
one another in a senseless rage. Stay 
with us and be happy,-they said to 
me. When I tried to explain that the 
war came about because Germany 
was trying to get more land, they 
only laughed and said, ‘No that’s im- 
possible. There is plenty of land for 
everybody.’ 

“They couldn’t grasp it. They are 
a laughing, care-free people. They 
hugely enjoy the vaudeville coon 
song records and care little for the 
classics. If they see anybody in a 
serious mood for any length of time 
they think something is wrong with 
him.” 

‘Religion will do the Eskimo very 
little good, because they are so good 
already. They have a Socialistic idea 
that what one man has belongs to 
all. If one man in town goes hungry 
all go hungry. Our food was in cans 
on the ground outside our quarters 
for years, and they never touched it. 
It wouldn’t last five minutes in New 
York. 

“The Eskimo have no tribe lead- 
ers. The chieftain is the medicine 
man, and if they think he tends to- 
ward the autocratic they hold a 
council and harpoon him in the back. | 
Children of 8 years have their life | 
partners picked for them and they 
marry when the woman can chew 
the sealskin sole of a shoe.” 


With the arrival of MacMillan at 
the Museum yesterday the Crocker 
Land expedition which started from 
here under his leadership in July, 
1913, officially ended. As already 
told, MacMillan found that the 
“Crocker Land” which Rear Admiral 
Peary thought he saw in 1908 was 
mirage. MacMillan landed at Syd- 
ney, N. S., on Aug. 26, and since then 
has been at his home in Freeport, 
Me. 

The explorer’s collections, contain- 
ing 400 boxes of Arctic specimens— 
the result of explorations covering 
more than 10,000 miles in four years, 
from Etah as a base, arrived at Wee- 
hawken, N. J., yesterday, in a spe- 
cial car from Sydney, and will be 
opened at the Museum today. The 
collection include skins of bear. 
musk ox, white wolves, Arctic hare. 
walrus, several kinds of seal, nar-

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KORTIOHN UPHOLDS 
HS DRAFT BOARD 


————— 


Says 14th Ward Plan Certifies 
Men In Their Proper 
Order. 


Henry Kortjohn Jr. chairman of 
the Fourteenth Ward Exemption 
Board, issued a statement today in 
answer to the complaint made by 
Thomas D. Cannon, attorney for the 
Government in that ward, who 


charged that the methods of the | 
Cannon yester- | 


board were illegal. 
day sent his resignation to acting 
Gov. Crossley, declaring that he 
could not consent to serve further 
as counsel for the Government In 
this ward because the methods of 
the board had been approved hy 
Chairman Spencer of the Dts 
trict Appeal Board. . 

Kortjohn insisted that his board 
had followed the letter of the reg- 
ulations in the examination of men 
and their rejection or acceptance 
for military service. Cangon filed 
with the District Board, on behalf 
of the Government, appeals in the 
eases of 55 men who na@« been re- 
jected by the local board for “under- 
weight” or “flat feet.’’ 

The controversy between Kort- 
john and Cannon hinged on the 
point of the certification to the Dis- 
trict Appeals Board of the men who; 
had been rejected for physical de- 
ficiencies. Kortjohn insists that the 
Government has no right to appeal 
such cases until they are certified 
by the local board to the District Ap- 
peal Board, while Cannon contende 
that such is not the case. Kortjohn 
said in his statement that the plan 
pursued by his board would result 
in the certification in proper order 
of the men into the national army, 
while Cannon declared that its 
methods would cause men to be cer- 
tified into the army out of the order 
of proper call. 

Kortjohn Makes Statement. 


“The regulations require that any 
one having information of any impo- 
sition on the board should commun- 
icate such facts to the attorney ap- 
pointed to co-operate with the 
board,” Kortjohn said. “We asked 
Attorney Cannon to meet with us 
when we took up questions of ex- 
emptions and discharges. He met 
with us Aug. 18 and we asked him to 
come again next day, which was Sun- 
day, but he said he could not do so. 
We provided him with copies of our 
memoranda. He never indicated that 
he was dissatisfied with any of our 
decisions, and never gave us any in- 
formation concerning any of the 
cases under consideration. 

“But he later appealed a large 
number of cases in which we had 
rejected men for physical reasons un- 
der the regulations, but he never ap- 
pealed any case where the claims for 
exemptions were allowed by us. 

“The result of his appeal of the 
cases of men rejected on physical 
grounds would have been that when 
these men were called for hearing 
before the district board it would 
have appeared owing to the new reg- 
ulattons for physical requirements, 
that our board had wrongfully de- 
cided these cases. I notified him of 
this fact, and told him that we in- 
tended, on acount of the new regula- 
tions, to re-examine these men, ans 
that we should then certify to the 
district board the names of the men 
after we had passed upon them in the 
light of the new regulations. 

‘After this, Cannon notified us that 
he had gathered information against 
these men. We suggested to him, 
that under the regulations, it was his 
duty to impart this information to 
us so that we might have the benefit 
of it in passing the cases to the Dis- 
trict Board, but he refused to give 
it. 

‘We have been following the let- 
ter of the regulations. It never was 
our intention to delay certifying the 
names of men rejected or exempted 
beyond the time .caused by the de- 
lay resulting from the change in 
regulations, and the construction of 
dependency regulations made by the 
President.

COUNTRY STORE FAST 


PASSING: IN“ KANSAS 


Doomed by the Motor Car, 
Which Is Revolutionizing Mer- 
chandising in State. 


TOPEKA, Kan. Sept. 5.—The 
country store is fast disappearing in 


Kansas. Motor cars are writing its 
death sentence, as the rural route 
eervice destroyed the country post of- 
For 50 years country stores 
have dotted the prairies of the State 
one every few miles selling a little of 
everything from a'‘paper of pins to 
a threshing machine. 


The farmer who formerly had to 
Spend an entire day to go to market 
in town was the chief customer of 
the country store. Now he gets his 
motor car after the day’s work and 
makes his trip to town, where stocks 
are larger and more varied and 
where competition tends to make 


prices lower than at the country 


store 

The. disappearance of the country 
store has marked a change in the 
business methods of the small towr 
Stores. Closing at 6 o’clock was a 
more or less general rule in the 
county seats. Now in many places 
stores are open until 9 o’clock to 
take care of the farmer trade that 
comes in in the evening. 

There is really merchandising 
revolution going on in the State, in 
the direction of greater concentra- 
tion. Even the railroads are feeling 
it. They are abandoning numerous 
country stations. The removal of the 
country store stops a considerable 
part of the local small freight busi- 
ness. The long passing tracks and 


the loading tracks remain and are 
kept up. The station is removed and 
a shelter built in its place for pas- 
sengers an! freight. There is sel- 
dom any small freight for an agent 
to handle and generally the farmec 
meets the train when he has a ship- 
ment coming in. The grain and live 
stock shipments can be handled as 
well from ‘other stations, as the 
farmer calls by telephone when he 
wants a car and the rural lines 
reach all of the county seat towns. 

It is estimated by a Kansas rail- 
road official that fully one-third of 
the stations maintained in the State 
at present will be abandoned as 
agency stations in the next two or 
three years, the business being con- 
centrated in the larger towns. 

Rural free delivery caused the 
abandonment of more than 400 rura! 
post offices in the State. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 
INCREASED OVER LAST- YEAR 


2215 More Attend at Opening Than 
| of First Day in 1916—Slicght 
Decrease in High Schools. 

Figures compiled today by the 
Board of Education showed the at- 
tendance at the opening of the pub- 
lic schools to be 81,464, an increase 
of 1215 over the first day last year. 

Total enrollment on the first day 
in the high schools was 7366, a de- 
crease of 37 unedr last year’s figures. 
The .attendance. at the high schoo!s 
for whites was 6591, as compared 
with 6744 in 1916. The high sv..00o! 
for negroes show ed an incr4sse from 
669 in-1916 to 775 yesterday. 

The aaediiieknt of the junior 
high school, which although high 
school studies are taught, is not 
listed as a high school, is said by 
Superintendent Withers to have 
caused the greater portion of the 
decrease in enrollment at the high 
gechools for whites: The _ school 
opened with an attendance of 1026 
pupils, 224 of whom would have at- 
tended the Soldan High School. 


PHONOGRAPHS AID AVIATORS 
IN WAR OBSERVATION WORK 


Officers’. Notes Are Recorded for 
Future Use as Quickly as They 
See Them. 

PARIS, Sept. 5.—The phonograph 
is proving a useful adjunct to ob- 
servation officers on duty in the air. 
These officers, forced to keep their 
field-glasses continually on the posi- 
tions they are observing, have found 
in making 
notes of details as quickly as they 
gee them. Observation airplanes are 
now fitted with a registering phono- 
graph into which the officers speak 
through an acoustic tube. Thus all 
the points the airmen have noted are 
correctly recorded for future use.

Negro Troops in Civil War. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In your last Sunday’s Magasine, in the 
article captioned “Solving the Problem of 
How to Organize,” etc., appears the follow- 
ing: “While the regular army has had four 
negro regiments ever since the Civil War, 
and several volunteer regiments were in 
service in the Civil War,” etc. I wish to cor- 
rect the wrong impression conveyed by des- 
ignating the colored troops in the Union 
' army as several regiments. All authorities 
give the number of colored troops serving 
in- the Union armies as from 175,000 to 
225,000—a vast army instead of several reg- 
imenta. 

Lossing’s History, which I studied when 
a boy of 9 or 10, spoke of colored troops 
fighting nobly,” but such information is 
now systematically suppressed. In the

now passing my race is loyal to the core 
and to a man.

Masses With Wilson. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


“SAFE” FOR BIG BUSINESS. 

We know now exactly why a formidable group 
of Senators is opposing taxation at an adequate 
rate on the proportion of war profits that exceed 
a generous return on investment. 

It is not to protect their own interest in big 
business enterprises or that of family relatives 
or that of intimate and useful friends. They are 
resisting the force of unanswerable arguments and 
voting steadily against the tax from motives of 
the purest patriotism. j 

In fact, if the taxes/proposd by Mr. Borah, Mr. 
Johnson and others imposed, it means a hu- 
miliating and disastrous end of the war. Sena- 
tor Freylinghuysen has told us so. This new mem- 
ber, who has just come into Congress fresh from 
the associations of New Jersey, says “it would 
practically make certain the victory of Ger- 
many.” 

If taxed only on the basis the Finance Com- 
mittee recommends, the Dupont Powder Co. will 
have but a trifling $35,692,312 left, assuming that 
their business last year, when we were not in the 
war, is not exceeded this year when we are in it. 
But two or three millions more must not be 
taken in taxes from these profits, equaling the 
total assessment of some good-sized town. It 
would make a “German victory certain,” if we did. 

On a like assumption that this year’s business 
may not exceed last year’s, the Steel Trust will 
not be able to divide more than a scant $188,730,- 
191 among its unfortunate stockholders. Bethle- 
hem Steel will be compelled to scrimp along on 
a beggarly $20,611,209 in profits, the Mercules 
Power Co. on $7,273,876, Swift & Co. on $13,736,- 
000 and Armour & Co. on $11,656,916. 

To tax each one of them a million or two more 
would still leave them with vastly greater gains 
than they have ever known in peace times. But 
we must not do it. The world would be made 
unsafe for democracy, instead of safe, if we did. 

Is there any possibility of Mr. Frelinghuysen 
being mistaken? The saJaried man who makes 
nothing out of the war, whose savings will be re- 
duced rather than increased, is told that an en- 
larged burden in various direct and indirect local 
and Federal taxes, due to the war, is necessary to 
prevent a German victory. The same thing might 
be true of the profiteering corporations. 

There is just a chance that in their solicitude to 
make things safe for big business at home, the 


overlooked essential conditions to making democ- 
racy safe abroad. 
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UNCLE SAM IN THE WEEAT PIT. 

Actual government control of the wheat supply 
went into effect Tuesday without a ‘sign of that 
vast discontent which opponents .of regulation 
predicted. Here in St. Louis Edward M. Flesh be- 
gan buying grain in accordance with the law. His 
office reported nothing but cheerful co-operation 
from producer, consumer and middleman. 

Co-operation is the right word. Speculation 
and the disastrous competition between buyers 
for foreign markets have given place to a system 
of buying and selling in which artificial stimuli 
and depressants are eliminated. 

It has been estimated that of the standard 
minimum price of $2.20, $2 goes to the farmer and 
the rest to freight and elevator charges. A year 


ago the farmer got $1.05. How much he would be 


getting, if the old methods were maintained, is 
problematical. At any rate he is getting a fair 
and assured profit, and that is all anybody has a 
right to ask in these troubled times. 

Millers and commission men who “formerly 
hoarded great supplies bought in the most ad- 
vantageous market will not be permitted to do 
so longer, to the detriment of the common wel- 
fare. Indeed, they are showing a commendable 
willingness to participate in the benefits of gov- 
ernmental control. Whether prices on flour will 
be arbitrarfly fixed depends a great deal upon 
how well the millers are able to accommodate 
their business to the new situation. It is cer- 
tain that they will not be allowed. to make un- 
reasonable profits out of the people’s bread. 

The only persons who are likely to lose heavily 
are speculators who bought great quantities of 
wheat at higher than the price at present per- 
mitted. They will get scant sympathy from a 
public mindfal of the great profits food gamblers 
have made in the past. Yet even they will find 
a certain and secure market for all the grain 
they have on hand. :

On Feb. 1, 1918, the new motor vehicle law, 
passed by the Forty-ninth General Assembly, will 
go into effect. While entitled.a motor vehicle law,

or ambulances. It is chiefly of interest to Own |. 


ers and drivers-of automobiles and motor cycles, 


Under thts law, the registration fee will. ran; 
from $4for a motor vehicle-of less than 12 horse- |. 


power, to $24 for one of 72 or more horsepower. 
For a 12 to 24 horsepower machine the fee is $6; 
up to 36 horsepower, $10; up to 48 horsepower, 
$14; up to 60 horsepower, $167 over 60. and. Tess 
than 72 horsepower, $20. 

Registered chauffeurs, under this law, must 
wear in a conspicuous place on their clothing a 
metal badge issued by the-State, giving the-wear- 
er’s registered number. There are no provisions, 
however, for insuring the skill or competency of 
any chauffeur or driver of a machine. Persons 
under 18 years of age will not be given a-tegistra- 
tion certificate. 

The practice of “porrowing” machines for joy 
riding without the owner’s consent is punishable, 
under this law, by a fine of not more than $500 
or imprisonment for five years, or both. 

The provisions for lights on automobiles are 
comprehensive, and should have the effect of stop- 
ping the usé of the glaring, dazaling headlights 
that have caused so much complaint. The lights 
to be used must be diffused and in Keeping with 
the requirements that experience has shown to be 
safest for all concerned. 

Muffler cutouts are prohibited. A rate-of epieed 
over 25 miles an hour is to be taken as evidence 
of reckless driving. Other provisions, giving the 
rules of the road and for the safeguarding of 
pedestrians, are a decided improvement over ex- 
isting laws.

Simple, Yet Embodying Dash and Style, Two R

ITH a cash that demands at-

On account of their pliable charac- 
ter, which eliniinates the expert skill 
necessary in the stiff buckram or 
wired shapes, these hats offer gra- 
cious opportunities to the woman who 
would economize in a judicious way 
by making Such a hat at home. 

The one at the left is on the order 
of a Tam g’ Shanter, of velvet in 
some dark color such as purple, dark 
blue, brown or black. The under part 
is cut from a circular piece requiring 
about three-quarters of the circum- 
ference of a circle, instead of being 
cut like so many Tam o’Shanters are 
from a complete circle with the head- 
size cut out. This model I have de- 
signed, to attain a prettier and wider 
flare, has another circular piece at- 
tached to the edge of the first one tu 
complete the underhrim. The top of 
the hat is a complete circle attached 
with a cording, and wired inside the 
seam. - 

A worthy aid in the distinction of 
this gracefully built hat is the leather 
band, which, Ike the miniature belt, 
surrounds the base of it, being pulled 
in and out through slits and bucklin& 
at the right side. Tan suede, bright 
red or green, may be used effectively 
for this little belt. 

The unusualiy chic effect which is 
shown at the right is not unduly dif- 
ficult for an inexperienced hand to 
achieve..Four conically shaped pieces 
of velvet or heavy eatin are attachcd 
together on the curved edges with a 
cording, and the crown thus formed 
is dented in « cleft from front to 
back.

Fruit Paste From Jelly Pulps 


in the jelly bags after thé 
clear juice has drained out, 


says the United States Departmert 
of Agriculture. Federal laws pro- 
hibit the use of this substance for 
commercial purposes, because it 
might masquerade as a whole-fruit 
product. It is wholesome, howevor 
and there is no reason why it should 
not be put te family use. One of the 
most satisfactory products that can 
be made from fruit pulp is fruit 
paste. 

This is a type of confection or des- 
sert, and may be made from apricot, 
quince, gooseberry, apple, cherry, 
plum, kumquat, guava’ and other 
fruits: For apricots, gooseberries 
and other acid fruits use 1 pound o¢ 
powdered sugar to 1 pound of fruit 
pulp; for quince use % pound pow- 
dered sugar to each pound of pu!p, 
and for apples % pound powdered 
sugar for each pound of fruit pulp. 
If desired, pulp from several kinds of 
fruits may be mixed. If acid fruits 
pfedominate in this mixture, use ap- 
proximately 1 pound of sugar to 1 
pound of fruit mixture; if sweet 
fruits predominate, use less sugar. 

Rub fruit pulp through a puree 
strainer and weigh it. Add _ tho 
sugar, put the mixture over a slow 
fire, and cook until very thick, so 
thet when a spoon has been paased 
through it the mass doés not run 
together immediately. Pour the

Expose the 
dishes to draft for a couple of days 
and then cut the paste into figures. 
If the paste is well boiled down, it is 
dried more easily. The paste also 
ean be cut with a common knife or 
with a fluted vegetable knife, or it

circular cutter; there will thus be 
both rings and small round cakes. 
Place the cut fruit paste on paper 
and sprinkle with crystallized sugar 
or common granulated sugar. Allow 
it to stand again a couple of days ex- 
posed to draft, dip in crystallized 
sugar and pack in a tin or wooden 
box lined with parchment paper and 
with layers of the same paper place:] 
between the layers of paste. Phe 
paste be kept thus and served as 
dessert, or as garnishing on creams 
and custards, frozen creams, large 
cakes, etc.

Clubs Not to Pay 
for Drafted Men 
Until They Join 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 56—The Na- 
tional Baseball . Commission an- 
nounced last night that it will meet 
at Cincinnati, Sept. 20, to receive and 
pass on the selection of players from 


minor league clubs by major league 
clubs. 

The system of selection from a 
Class AA or Class A club without 
specifying the player desired, which 
has been followed for several years, 
is discontinued and a draft which 
does not contain the name of the 
player and the club from which he 
is selected will receive no considera- 
tion. 


Cancellatioas of drafts will not be 
allowed after an award has been 
made unless written notice thereof 
is served on the secretary of the com- 
mission within 24 hours after its al- 
lowance. 

When one cr more clubs of each 
} major league sh@ll select the same 
player and it is determined by lot 
which club shall secure him, the 
second and third choices also shall 
be determined in the same manner. 

A major league club whose roster 
of playerg on Sept. 20 incluleg 35 or 
more players—the limit prescribed 
the National agreement for American 
and National League clubs—will not 
be allowed the privilege of selection 
for this season. 

The draft price paid by major or 
minor league ¢lubs for the privilege 
of selecting players in 1917 will be 
held in escrow and not transmitted 
to the club frm which the selection 
is made until the player actually 
‘enters the service of the drafting 
club. In the event that he enters the 
war, the draft price shall be at once 
returned to the drafting club on an- 
nounegement by it of the cancellation 
of such selection. 

The commitsston will impose a se- 
vere penalty on a club or clubs which 
become a party to a conspiracy to 
abuse the privileges of selection for 
its own advantage or for the benefit 
of another major league club or a 
minor lenge club.

NEW YORK STOCK LIST 


Market Meets Support After Break of Yesterday, 
and Sharp Recoveries Are Noted in, 
Some Standard Shares. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bareau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—The Even- 


ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today, says: 

‘Opening in much confusion— 
opening prices being higher this 
morning in some stocks and lower 
in others—the market moved at first 
very irregularly. A few stocks broke 
again, but this was temporary. In 
‘fan hour or so an active buying move- 
ment was under way throughout the 
list.. It continued throughout the 
day, with only scattered professionai 
demonstrations against a few special 
stocks. 

“In the end, the day’s recovery 
ranged fro ma small fraction to 5 
or 6 points; they were largest in the 
industria! shares. 

Russian exchange dropped bacg 
again to its low point of 17 cents to 
the ruble. Silver rose a penny per 
ounce at London, on top of the 1% 
penny rise of the day before. It is 
now 3 pence above the price of a 
week ago, 7% pence over that of a 
month ago, and 16 pence higher than 
@ year ago. 

‘The real meaning of yesterday’s 
exceedingly violent break in the 
price of stocks was more easy to 
understand in the Weht of today’s 
market. <A very large number of 
people were ‘carrying’ stocks on a 
speculative margin and at the re- 
cent low rates for Wall street loans. 
Most of them had acquired and held 
their stocks on a firm belief that 
what they vaguely called ‘inflation’ 
would automatically put the price of 
stocks higher and the price of mon- 
ey lower. After having learned from 
the perplexed observations of sev- 
eral recent weéks, that prices were 
still subject to other influences than 
this mysterious inflation’ they were 
suddenly confronted at the close of 
last week, with the lowest New York 
bank surplus since the war panic of 
1914, with 6 per cent money, and 
with the old-fashioned intimations 
by their banks to reduce or pay off 
their call loans. 

Bears Raid the Market. 

“That advantage was taken of this 
new situation (quite in the old time 
manner) by professional operators 
for the decline, was equally unmis- 
takable. ‘Million share markets’ are 
not made up chiefly by the liquida- 
tion of real holders. Naturally, as 
prices declined under both influences 
yesterday afternoon, ‘margins’ were 
called on other unhappy individuals 
who had bought stocks on the ‘in- 
flation argument,’ and Wall street 
helped along the resultant demorali- 
vation by good-natured rumors about 
mythical prohibition of transactions 
for future delivery or closing of the 

‘Stock Exchange. Altogether it was 
one of three incidents which were 
much more familiar before the war 
than during it, and which the cus- 
tomers offices afterward describe 
with great bitterness is a ‘healthy re- 
adjustment.’ 

“As usual also, there was strong 
buying yesterday and particularly ‘o- 
day, by the more intelligent class of 
investors. Their attitude was, no 
doubt, determined partly by judg- 
ment of the intrinsic values of the 
moment, but probably much more by 
their knowledge, thaht under our 
present banking system, $12,000,009 
bany surpluses are certain to be the 
most transitory of phenomena. Just 
what cog slipped in the machinery so 
as to make last Saturday’s extremely 
bad bank statement possible, it is 
not wholly easy to see. But when 
the surplus reserve rose $163,000,000 
in the first week of last July, fell 
$242,000,000 in the next week and 
recovered $108,000,000 in the next— 
each of the changes being almost 
wholly due to the shifting of reserve 
credits held b ythee Federal Reserve 
Bank—it can hardly be said that last 
Saturday’s figures were alarming. No 
doubt, if they had been published ‘n 
1913, andn had not been followed ‘y 
gold imports, we should have had a 
25 per cent money market a few days 
ago. 

The Price of Steel. 

“Today's market was no more in- 
fluenced by the general news than 
yesterday's market was. On both 
days, it was known that the La Fol- 
lette program of war taxation would 
be defeated in the Senate. On both, 
the Russian mutiny (characteristic- 
ally described by the Kaiser as the 
result of ‘far seeing German leader- 
ship’) was counterbalanced by the 
Italian advance and the wavering of 
the Germans on the Western front. 


“Of today’s news, one interesting 
incident was the announcement that 
last month's American iron produc- 
tion had fallen almost to the lowest 
of any month this year. The Iron 
Age contributes an interesting side- 
hght on the ‘one price for all’ dis- 
cussion, by showing that whereas the 
maximum price of iron is 122 shil- 
lings 6 pence per ton for home con- 
sumption, the export price for 
France is 137.66. ‘
